‘* There are people who if they want 
a lot of pickaxes, fcr instance, never 
think of going toa hardware store for 
them, but comedirect to the scrap iron 
dealer, where they can generally find 


serviceable articles of the second- 
hand class. Nearly all of these 
cranks and cog-wheels will come 


into use in their present shape some 
day. 

‘Scrap iron,” continned the dealer, 
** consists of any kind of iron that will 
serve the purpose of remelting, but 
ore especially thatof malleable qual- 
ity. We work in all the old ship iron 


that can be made serviceable, and there 
is one firm in the city that makes 
a specialty of that branch of the 
business, 

“They have broken up several 
old vessels during the past year and 
taken out tons of good scrap iron. 
‘They are now teariug the ‘ Mohongo’ 
to pieces aver in Oakland, and sellin 
her plates and sheeting to the nai 
manufacturers. There is a good deal of 
*money in that kind of trade if one un- 
derstands it.”
